Another reason why the repairers 
can handle a wire safely is th a t it is 
usually “ dead” when they pick it up. 
When the electricity i6 flowing through 
th e wires in its ordinary coarse it 
meets w ith a certain retistailce. When 
a wire drops and the current is short­ 
ened, th a t resistance is enormously 
increased.

W ires M ay B e D angerou s. 
So long as the safety fnse is out the 
w ires in the feeder section in which 
th e wire is broken, are dead and may 
ba handled w ithout fear. It sometimes 
happens th a t a wire falls on dry ground 
or the end does not reach the ground, 
and the short circuit is not complete.
